The south-west sector is thus 
now under the. entire command of 
Li Chai-sum and any further 
operations against Luichow will 
not be undertaken until the arrival 
of the 10th Division under Chan 
Chai-tong from active service in 
the East sector. This division is 
said to already have’ arrived at 
Ping Hu, waiting to be transported 
back ‘to Canton. by train, '

CANTON AWAITING HIS 
RETURN. 


BUSY IN, EAST. 


“\Thhere has been much speculation 
in Canton as to the probable cause 
of the delay in General Chang Kal- 
shek’s return to that city, where 
there are many questions awaiting 
this presence to be discussed and de- 
cided” upon. (‘Tt is known" that 
General Chang has been kept. ex- 
tremely busy since: his entry into 
Swatow. In spite of munifold 
affairs in connection with the sur-

FORGED WILL. 


GRANDMOTHER'S CLAIM 
‘SUCCEEDS. - 


The validity of a will, which 
was aileged to be a forged docu- 
ment, was questioned in the Sup- 
reme Court, (Probate Juriadic- 
tion} before the Chief Justice, 
Sir Henry Gollan, this morning. 

he case centres round a_ will 

alleged to have been made by a 
Chinese named Li Sik-kwan, late 
of Shek Lung, in the province of 
Kwangtung. The case is ex-parte, 
Li .U Shi, “represented by Mr. 
Somerset Fitzroy (instructed: by 
Mr. H. ef Arculli) being the plain- 
tiff, and Li Soo-shi, not represent- 
ed, being the defendant. Both the 
plaintiff and the defendant are 
women. Probate having already 
been granted to the defendant, the 
plaintiff is asking for probate of 
the will to be. revoked, and 
alleges that it is a forged docu- 
ment. ‘She also claims a grant of 
Jetters of administration. 
: In outlining ‘the casé, Mr. Fitz- 
roy said many years Ago, the plain- 
tiff bought a boy child for adop- 
tion. That child eventually mar- 
ried, and there wus one son. The 
father went to Ciinton and had 
not been heard of since. The 
mother then went away, and 
nothing further had been heard of 
her. The grandmother, who was’ 
the plaintiff in the case, then took 
charge of the child,.and went to 
live in the village of Shek Lung. 
When the boy was about, seven- 
teen, he married the woman who’ 
was the defendant in the action. 
He had one daughter and one son, 
the latter dying shortly after 
birth, whilst the daughter, who 
was living, was about seven years 
old. ~ 

The-deceased then lived with 
the plaintiff and defendants in 
Shek Lung, where he became very 
ill, and .was attended by. his 
grandmother. No one could have 
seen him without the plaintiff 
knowing, and she said that no one’ 
came to'see him. He died on 
January Ist, 1921, and nothing 
was said about a will. So far as 
the plaintiff knew, no will was 
executed, a8 no one could have 
had access to him without her 
knowledge. In 1923, the defen- 
dant left the plaintiff’a house and 
lived at Shamshuipo, where she 
met a nephew, who was interested 
in the property. . She produced 
some writing which purposed to 
be a will signed by her husband. 
She wanted him to sign, it to en- 
able her to obtain the property, 
but he refused to do so. 

Dealing with details of the will, 


upon which he was engaged—that 
of returning to Hongkong to take 
away this mother into the country.

CHINESE CANDLES, 


— 


OU THE INDUSTRY IN 
NANKING, ; 


Candles in Nanking, like those 
in other parts of China, are of 
two kinda ; pluin-and fancy. Plain 
candles are used fot-lighting pur- 
poses only, but fancy candles 
consumed 
occasions 
hirthday Fancy 
candles are gold at much higher 
Prices, because they require a 
highly skilled hand-in the mak- 
ing. The candle js always de- 
‘corated with figures and flowers 
suggestive of auspicious tokens 
such as the dragon, phoenix, 
unicorn, or a” peony sic. Fancy 
candles are always sold in pairs 
in very big sizes. There are about 
ten candle shops in. Nanking sel- 
ling faney candles. _The maker 
is not a regular employeo of the 
candle shop, but lives in«his 
home and does the work on 
special “orders. Whenever a 
customer requires 2 pair or two 
of fancy candles, he sends his or- 
der beforehand to the shop and 
the datter transfers it to the] 
maker, who turns out the candles 
at his home with raw materials 
provided himself, og 


- The candle shops charge their 
custamers three times as high a 
pricefor funcycandlesasplaincan-|- 
dles. A catty of plain ‘candies is 
sold at $0.30, but a pair of fancy 
candles weighing, say, two cut- 
ties, will command $1.80 and of 
three catties, $2.70, Fancy can- 
dlos, however, require ‘a consider- 
able amount of labour. ‘A skilled 
hand can make a pair of candles 
of two eatties in weight in a, day 
and a half and a three-catty pair, 
in two days. The net profit 
earned by the maker, for a two- 
catty pair is about $1 and for a 
three-catty pair, about $1.50, 
About 30 or 40 yours. ago, the 
trade was monopolised by a few 
Ningpo artisans. Later on, the 
art was learned by some local]' 
artisans, whose skill gradually 
attained such a dogree of per- 
fection as to enable them to com- 
pote and finally oust their Ningpo 
rivals. At present, there are only 
about: 20 skilled fancy-candlu 
makers in-Nanking, who live in 
their homes and make candles on : 
a piece work basis. Tho reason 
why the candle shops do net em- 
ploy the makers.in their factories 
is that the demand for such can- 
dles ix not regular, and the shops 
cannot afford to keop a staff. of 
skilled hands-all the time at high 
wages. The average daily earn- 
ings of a fancy candle makor are 
$0.60 or double the daily carnings 
of a plain candle makor,—Chi- 
nese Economie Bulletin, ‘

Selling “ Culture.” 


One cannet-help noticing, in 
looking . over magazines. from 
Home and the United Stated, the 
rapid growth of concerns which 
guarantee to “ sell * culture to all 
and sundry in a course of what 
are termed “ casy lessons.” Ac 
cording to many of the advertise- 
ments, fifteen minutes a day will 
put the average man on an 
intimate’ footing with the great 
thinkers of the past and so fortify 
the student who buys these 
courses that he will make a short 
cut to success. Possibly the 
growth in the number of such 
concerns is somewhat reflective 
of a state of mind which is all too 
prevalent al. the present time,— 
the outlook which values things 
chiefly asand when they add 
cash to the right sida of the led- 
ger. We look te thetime, howover, 
when people will learn that 
nothing that is really valuable 
can be expressed in terms of cents 
and dollars; that all great litera- 
ture in the world is worthless of 
it is studied merely to help one to 
“eet ahead; that the richness 
and beauty that ore stored in 
books give one a broadar and a 
fuller life thar: the biggest salaries, 
of themselves, can do. Then, 
maybe, people. will begin to be 
really cultured, and the “culture- 
by-post ” firms will be a thing of 
the past.

Science and Spiritualism fell within 


‘the'provisions of the medical llaw, 


and, therefore, to practice either 
the one or the other, constitued 4

THE HONGKONG 


BORDER SHOOTING. - 


OPENING OF THE DEATH 
INQUIRY, 


Inspectur Barnett’s Story. 


An account of the - recent 
border shooting way.given by Sub- 
Inspeetor D. W. Barnett at the 
Central Magistraey yesterday 
afternoon, when Mr. R. EB, Lind-| 
sell opened the inquiry into the 
clrcumstanees surrounding. the 
death of the two victims, Nelther 
of the men has been identified. 

Mr. Lindsell explained te the 
jury that the case ‘concerned two 
unknown Chinese malés, and he 
thought the evidence would show 
that they died as a result of bullet 
wounds inflicted by 2 revolver 
Aired by. Sub-Inspector " Barnett, 
According to the facta he had de- 
‘Tore him, the Inspector, on the day 
in question, December 1, was pro- 
ceeding from Sheung Shui to : 
village on the frontier. 1 

He received certain information 
which made him ride on his cycle 
along the barder, When near 
Sang Uk Ling he received further 
information which influenced him 
to return along the road he bad 
come. While doing so he went 
up the hillside and saw three 
men. : ‘ 

One of the men went round the 
hill in one direction and tired two 
shots at the Inspector, and. then, 
disappeared in the direction — of 
the frontier. ‘The olher two men 
made off in the other direction 
with the Inapeetor after them, 
He eatled to then to stop, but 
they failed to do so, and he open- 
ed fire on them. : 

He fired two shots: whieh teak 
effect. The evidence showed that 
at the time when he reecived in- 
formation, a rebbery had been 
men iif the 
neighbourhood.

Wounds in the Head. 

The first witness called was Dr. 
J.T, Smalley, Government Medi- 
cal Officer i charge of the New 
Territories, Tle said thal on De- 
vember 2, he examined the bodies 
af tate Chinese males at the Gov- 
erament  Mortu: Kowloon, in 
the presence of  Sub-Lnspectur 
Harnett. : ; 

In.the first case the bullet frac- 
tured Lhe skull al entry and exit, 
and tore a furrow in the brain. — 

In the second case, the bullet 
in passing, through, lacerated the 
Jivain’ freely, inflicted a severe 
fracture of the skull dnd caused 
more hemorrhage than in’ the pre- 
vieus case, Qeath must © have 
been almost instantaneous. = The 
akul! in both cases was rather 
thin. |} The organs were all nor- 
mil, and “in each case the enuse 
of death was the bullet round. 

* Shots from 25 Yards. 

The wounds were consisten 
with the bullet having been fired. 
from the ‘revolver produced. He 
thought the injuries could have 
been caused if the shots had been 
fired from a range of 20 yards. 
The shots must have been firec 
from the rear ang probably 7rem 
‘the right also.

The Coroner pointed out tha 
the witness had said the wounds 
might have been caused at a

Territories, 
said that on December 1.at about 
9 p.m, he reeeived information by 
telephone frem: Sheung Shui, and 
he went to the Police Station. He 
saw there an unknown | Chinese 
male, about 25 years of aye, lying 
unconscious with bullet weunds 
on the right and left sides of the 
head. He was satisfied that 
nothing could save the man’s life. 
He bound up the wound, but the 
man was dying. © Half aw hour 


later the man died in’ his pre- 
genee, 2 

He also saw the body of another 
man at the Station premises. In 
that case there was 2 bullet 
wound in the head as wel. Mr. 
Gerrard (A.S.P.) mentioned that

In his evidence he said that on 
December 1 he was in charge of 
Sheung Shui Police Station. At 
about three o'clock in the after- 
noon he was at the Station and 
received a certain report froma 
ricsha coolic. r 
he was bringing in a sick Indian 
to the Statlen from Ta Ku Ling, 
and was near Lo Fong Gap when 
shots were fired. Witness turned 
out threé Weihaiwei constables 
and told them to arm themselves. 

He telephoned to the’ C.S.P. 
aut Hongkong and alse sent a mes- 
sugeto Tu Ku Ling. Shortly 
after sénding the Weihaiwei men, 
he followed them on his cycle. 
On_renching: Sang Uk Ling he 


}went to the hill everlooking Le 


Fong Gap. He went on to Ta 
Ku Ling ‘and found he could get 
no information there about the 
robbery wnmics was reported ‘to 
have taken place in the vicinily. 
He Jeft word there for the Wei- 
haiwel policemen to follow him on 
to Ta Ku Ling. : 

Report of a Robbery, 

Ile went about 200 yards on his 
eyele when he heard villagers 
shouting and ’omeone blowing a 
whistle.. He returned immedate 
ly and met a villager who appea 
ed to have been running. 

The “man reported that’ there 
were three. men running over 
the hillside, and that, they, had 
snatched things from women. 
They were running over the hills 
in the direction of the border. 
The man pointed in the direction 
ark he gave the infermation. 

Inspector Barnett said he could 
not see the men from where. he 
wus standing in “front of the 
village. He jumped on his cycle 
und rode along the path leading 
north-west-to Man Kum To. | ‘The 
ferry crosses the ‘river which is 
the border of British terrilory at 
that point. Several villayers fol- 
lowed behind him, on foot. He 
could see: no one on the hillside 
at that time. 7 

Atothe ‘end of the hill near the 
ferry he dismounted and proceed- 
ed on foot by a path whieh leads 
round the West foot of the hills 
to the Ta’ Ku Ling road. After 
walking about 150 yards on the 
path, he started to go up the 
hillside, turning obliquely to the 
left up the hill .« He got about 
half way up when he .saw three 
Chinese running towards the fron- 
tier, They were about 300 yards 
away and on the same side of the 
ridge. ‘ 

Inspector Fired Ati 

Witness creuched . down and 
waited: for them to” approach. 
He drew his revolver ag soon as 
he saw them. The men turned to 
the right"te go dewn a hollow in 
the hill, and at ‘that time they 
were about 150 yardy away from 
witness, ‘ F 

The men disappeared and: he 
made straight for the top.of the 
ridge. When about three parts 
of thé way up a shot was 
fired from behind. He did not 
hear the bullet, but turned round 
and saw a Chinese running. The 
man was one of the three he had 
secn a short time before. 

The man ran along the path at 
the bottom, taking a  courge 
paralich to that by witness 
wheh he came up, The man ran 
northwards towards, the frontier. 
Wilness turned) round and as 
soon-as he did so the man fired 
at him again, At that time about 
80 yards separated the two. 

The man then disappeared into 
a trench behind a bank close to 
the path. Abou: the same time 
witness saw the other two men he 
had noticed previously. They were 
about 40 yards away, and emerged 
from a hollow.on the Inspector's 
side of the ridge. Ile could just 
see their heads and shoulders. 

Order To Stop Disobeyed. 

He called out in Chinese “Don’t 
move,” and covered them with his 
revolver. The men turned. back, 
however, and. ran through the 
hollow again.’ «Witness went 
straight to the top of the ridge so 
as to cut them off. On reaching 
the position he noticed the men 
on the east side of the hill run- 
ning obliquely downwards. . They! 
were then about 40 yards away. 

Tle again called on them to stop, 
speaking in Chinese, and at the 
same time he fired one round low 
down ‘in their direction... They 
then turned back on their tracks 
and ran‘up'the Aill- again. Con- 
tinuing his evidence the Inspector 
anid: . on : 

“f rushed forward and fired two 
shots from a range of approxi- 
mately 26yards' directly. at them, 
I fired in rapid succession, trying 
to take an ait as. did sb, Both 
men dropped. I-walted, there for 
about ftiwo.minutes, I could just 
see ‘their heads and backs. © - 
, They wore on thelr hands and

ground, I thought:in my own.mind 
that-they were armed. because'the 
third] man had fircd.”. 

Continuing the Inspector sald 
that he connected the men with 
the report of the rebbers who had 
snatched things from women, 

Reasons for Firing. 

Tho Coroner: Why. did you 
fire? : 
Witness: Beeause I thought 
they would fire at me. | 

The Coroner:. They were run- 
ning away though? 

Witness: Yes. 
not stop. : 

-The Coroner: Why did you fire 
when they were running away? 

Witness: To stop them. 

The Coroner: What would 
have happened if. you “hads not 
fired." 

Witness: They would probably 
have got me if they had been arm- 
ed. ‘ fr 

The Coroner: You fired to pre- 
vent them from firing on‘you, or 
escaping. 

Witness: Yes, 

The Inspector added that he 
worked his way round behind ‘the 
two men as he did not think he 
had hit them,. He thought ‘they 
were shamming dead: He got up 
to them and found he had shot 
both, The men were still on their 
hands and knees, and were groan- 
ing. ‘They were both unconscious, 

He ‘searched them and found 
in the possession of one a pocket 
book, some Chinese documents and

cards, and also some money. Ony' 


the other he found a pocket book 
and 68 cents in copper coin, 
Futile Search for Arms. 

By this time the Weihaiwei men 
had grrived. The two men were 
badly wounded and: he could do 
nothing for them. He searched 
in the vicinity. for arms but found 
none. About thirty yards away, 
and on the track where the mon 
had run down the hill there. was 
a green badge lying. on the 
ground.. It was pointed out to 
him by one of the villagers. . 

‘Witness went. down to the ferry 
and returned to Sheung Shui on 
his cycle-and reported what. had 
occurred. Later he.returned to 
the scene with bandages. By that 
time it was about 5.30 pm. The 


two men were still alive when he}. 


returned. He bandaged up their 
wounds. Another poliec officer 
handed to him two further badges 
which were pinned together. 

The two men were then,c ed 
down the hill, the first one dying 
as soon as the bottom was reach- 
ed. Tt was then about six o’clock. 
The dead man and the other one 
were taken to the Station, arriving 
at Sheung Shui about 830. Qn 
his first-return he did not tele- 
phone to Dr. Luh, but he did so 
when-he returned the | second 
time. . F : 

Close On the Border, 

The second man died about ten 
o'clock the same evening. Next 
day both bodies avere taken “to 
Kowloon Mortuary, and witness 
was present. when Dr. Smalley 
made his examination. : 

‘The Coroner: When you. first 
saw the men how far were they or 
our side of the border? 

Witness: About 400 or 500 
yards. : 

The Coroner: Whew the shoot- 
ing took place, how far were you 
from the border? 

Witness: About 260. yards on 
our side, ‘ 

Cheung. Fat said: that he was 
Near the ferry mentioned on De- 
eember 1. He saw the Inspector 


go by, and a short time before he}. 


had scen some women who said 
they had been robbed. Witne2s 
followed the Inspector 
hillside ta see what he was going 
to do, | He'thought he was going 
to intercept two armed robbers. 
Witness did not see the robbery, 
but he stated that he saw the 
three robbers. | 
Inquiry Adjourned. 

He saw the three. men on the 
hillside and noticed one of them 
run away. The third man had a 
revolver in his hand but. witness 
did not see him fire it. He saw 
the shooting while he was lower 
down the hill than the Inspector, 
When the Ingpector fired the two 
men were facing him. ; 

The Coroner: And with their 
faces towards him he fired and 
shot them.down? 

Witness: Yes. : 

Later, however, the witness aaid 
the men dodged back and it wa3 
then the Inspector fired. He went 
further up he ‘hill and saw that the 
two men had-been shot. He also
